' Hongkong’s Housing 
Problem 


Sir,—It is about time that attention 


wag again drawn to the housing pro- 
blem ‘in Hongkong. 


Since the matter assumed serious 
proportions in the outumn of last 
year, the gravity of the situation has 
been further accentuated rather than 
diminished. - 


To re-introduco the Rent Res' 
tions Ordinance, as it existed in the 
Colony some years ogo as an emcr- 
gency measure, is, I consider, an In- 
advisable step. I say so with a per- 
fect practical acquaintance with the 
effect of the Restrictlon Bill and of 
the one-sidedness of its operation to 
the prejudice of the genuine as 
opposed to the speculative class of 
landlords. 


Let it be granted at the, outset, as 


has becn-demonstrated by the Chinese. 


Unofficial Members of the Legislative 
Council, or a majority of them, that 
lundlords as a class had gone through 
a very lean period after the financial 
crisis of 1932. It was with consider- 
uble cogency that the argument was 
advanced in Council in behalf of 
landlords that the reasonable rise in 
rents, bringing them more or less to 
a pre-crisis Jevel, was not only 
justified but eminently desirable for 
those who sought a sound form of 
investment In landed property and 
house construction in Hongkong. 


The present situation, however, 
presents a totally different aspect. 
The recent great Increase in the 
population: of the Colony has caught 
it wholly unprepared to provide ac~ 
commodation for all, As a result 
of this abnormal increase, estimated 
at over a quarter million, residents 
ure being driven in ever-increasing 
n 
many cases tenants are being given 
notice to vacate thelr houses without 
even the option of paying an increase 


rae -in-rent:—It-is-from-these persons -that 


complaint arises. For them practical 
sympathy is enlisted, and in their 
interests and for their protection Icg- 
islative ald. is Invoked. 


Were’ our resident and domiciled 
citizens ‘to be given an opportunity 
of paying a fair and reasonable in- 
crease in rent, it is felt that no justi- 
figble. complaint could be supported. 
against landlords, who, after all, are 
acting within their legal right ond 
who may be expected to arguc that, 
following the Inw of supply and de- 
mand, they have to make up for the 
lean years through which they have 
passed. However, in the majority. of 
cases that have recently been brought 
to my notice old residents are given 
no option; they are served with 
notice to quit upon the expiry of the 
bare  rutory. minimum of only one 
month, 


In the present pressing conditions, 
languoge need not be sirnined in 
order to illustrate the harrylng plight 
of local wage-carncra, The cost of 
living hos risen through a combina- 
tion of circumstances which they find 
it oxtremely dificult to cope with. 
Well-to-do transient visitors are ac- 
commodated at the expense -of per- 
manent residents; they obtain security 
and freedom from the severe hord- 
ship and anxiety which evicted ten- 
ants are made to suffer, lt 


I havo ‘been at some pains In stat- 
ing the caso for the helpless tenants, 
having regard to the realitica of the 
situation. The Icast appeal that can 
be urged in behalf of bona fide Hong- 
kong residents is that Government

Largest 
Irrigation___—_ 
Scheme — 
In History 


London, Feb. 15. 

The largest irrigation scheme 
ever achieved by” man hag just 
been completed by British 
engineers with the opening of 
the vast Lloyd Barrage across 
the Indus River at Sulkur in 
Sind, India. 


The great undertaking was begun 
five years ago and has cost £ 15,000,- 
000. The Lloyd Barrage has G6 spans 
each 69 feet wide. -The channels and 
watercourses which flow from the 
slulee gates cover an area of 7,500,- 
000 acres or more than the entire 
irrigated area of Japan, It will 
trrigate an area of 5,250,000 acres 
annually, territory which Js equal in 
size to Wales. 


The number of bridges or similar 
structures built amounted to 1,889. 
The largest canal is wider at bed 
level than the Panama Canal. 


Operations on the project covered 
12,000 miles, largely desert. So dry 
and featureless was this desert that 
special tracks had to be made lest 
inspecting officcrs got lost. Camels 
were the chicf means of transport. 


Between 30,000 and 50,000 men 
were employed and two large town- 
ships were ‘constructed to house 
them. 3 : 


Formerly the scene of some of the 
world’s most devastatingg droughts 
which brought ruin and death to 
hundreds of thousands of inhabitants 
the project will assure an adequate 
supply of water at all times. They 
are under cultivation and will be 
nearly trebled when the scheme is In 
full operation. Wheat will -be quadru- 
pled, cotton trebled and rice nearly 
doubled.

Many Lives Saved By U.S. 
Missionaries In Canton.

The unassuming courage of a single 
Dr. and Mrs. F. E. Bates of Nevada, lowa, 


Canton, March 2. 
American couple, 
and Los Angeles, 


has saved the lives of scores of air-raid victims in this oft- 


raided city.”

wags in the most dangerous section of Canton after the first of 


innumerable Japanese air-raids 
tor and his wife made but one 
the best in the world 
nid to bomb victims. 


They were right. Since that 


time literally hundreds of bombs: 


have rained down on the eastern 
outskirts of Canton, particularly 
in the Ticnho airdrome, a few 
hundred yards east of their hos- 
pital, and time after time the 
hospital “ambulance” (a 1926 medel 
grocery truck transformed by the 
exigencies of war) has been first on 
the scene of each new disaster, with 
Doctor Bates and his assistants swing- 
ing into prompt action. 


Some of their patients have died 
In the “ambulance,” on the way back 
to the hospital, Others have died 
on the field, before the truck could 
-rcturn.for_its-second and. third_londs 
of human fragments, and some, of 
course, have expired on the operating 
table, But scores of other victims 
have been patched together in time, 
snatched from death by the daring 
and promptness of the Bates’ and 
their staff, and the grateful Chinese 
have dubbed the American couple 
the “heroes of Canton.” 


“That's pushing things’ a_ bit,” 
Doctor Bates, an amiably efficient, 
bespectacled medico of 46, who has 
been in China most of the time -since 
10914, will {cll you. “We do go out 
before the all-clear signal is sounded, 
but not, I can guarantee, while the 
bombs are. still dropping. Our 
‘ambulance’ Is too valuable to risk!” 

“And the bombs don't really fall 
so very close," adds Mrs. Bates, who 
Is supervising; nurse of the hospital. 
"The nearest, you know, was‘a full 
three hundred yards: away.” 


Other foreigners In the Tungshan 
district have decided that there are 
olher adjectives to apply to those 
“three hundred yards,” and_ have 
moved out. So has- the Italian 
Consulate, So have most of the 
ordinary patients the three-storey 
hospital once housed, and so, too, 
have a few of the hospital's native 
staff, , 

But the Bates’ und most of their 
workers are still carrying 
undemonstratively devoted to the 
ideal of service to suffering: humanity. 
They have supplemented the Ameri- 
can flag flying: over thelr compound 
with a huge one spread out on the 
roof, 0 smaller one decorating the 
dilapidated “ambulance.”

LIFTING. PERMITTED 6 IN. 
FROM THE HOLE 


London, Jan. 23. 


Once again the United States Golf Association has yielded to 


popular clamour in the matter of the stymic. 


While heartily detest- 


ing tho stymie they have done everything but obolish it. Al pre- 
vious attempts at compromise have failed, and I have little doubt 
that the present one which, it is admitted, is only in the nature of an 


experiment, will share the same 


From .now until further notice, 
probably until the end of the year, 
the nearer: ball on the green mony be 
lifted if within six inches of the 
hole; also. when the two’ balls are 
within six inches of cach other. The 
answer to all the attempts at modi- 
fication is both obvious and simple: 
It the stymie is something worthy 
of preservation it should remain in 
operation as an integral part of the 
game; if not, it should be abolished. 

The US.G.A. have not gone the 
length of abolishing the stymic, be- 
cause they feel that not only docs the 
negotlation- of-a-stymie-require-con- 
siderable sidll, but it is a sporting 
shot. The present compromise Im- 


plies that the negotlation of a stymic}* 


when the opponent's ball is within six 
inches of the hole is verging on the 
impossible, and, consequently, the 
player is penalised because of no 
fault of"his own, 


I fatl to agree. The successful 
lofting of a stymic in:such circums- 
tances Ig a beautifully judged stroke, 
and, with practice, can be sccom- 
plished. Apparently, the majority 
of American golfers think otherwisc. 
Further, it is argued that the stymic 
abrogates the basic principle of non- 
interference in any way whatever on 
the part of the opponent; in, other 
words, the player should at all times 
have absolute freedom to play his 
shot. Freedom is destroyed when 
the opponent’s balk bars the way to 
the hole. But I do not admit that 
the way is barred, for there are preci- 
ous few so-called stymies which a 
skilful player cannot negotlate. 


TWO OUTSTANDING EXAMPLES 


It 19 my experience that the vast] 


majority of stymics are the result of 
the player’s own folly. Let us take 
the classic case of J, McLean, who, 
is was maintained, was robbed of the 
U.S. amateur championship because 
of a stymie lald by his opponent, J. 
Fischer, Actually, it was .this in- 
cident which led to the new .outcry 
ogainst the stymic. - 

What are the facts? Until the 
last few holes MéLean seemed.a cer- 
tain winner, but suddenly his putting 
broke: down, “nervousness ‘and 
timidity belng mainly responsible for 
the surprising collapse. Being un- 
nble to get near the hole with his 
first putt, he lald himself open for 
the fatal stymic at the thirty-fifth 
hole. Whatever.may be the cause, 0 
plnyer who cannot get within three 
or four feet of the hole deserves, to 
use a popular phrase, “oll that is 
coming to him.” 


There was the case of Tolley de- 
feated in a stirring encounter by the 
great R. T. Jones at the nincteenth 
hole at St. Andrews in the 1990 
champlonship. Too strong with the 
approach, and agaln too strong with 
the third shot, Tolley. found the way 
blocked when -he-came to - putt: for 
n half, Can It be sald that Tolley 
ald not invite disaster? | 

It is not 60 long ago that Frank 
Stewart Smith, o member’ of the 
Willtshice club, Los Angeles, won an 
interesting wager of 100 dollars that 
with ong ball hanging on tho lp of 
the hole, and the other In a dead 
stralmt Ine ten fect away, and on 
a perfectly flat surface, he would 
hole throe out of five putts without 
touching the other ball, He did it 
four mes, two of the putts going In 


fate. 


on the left, and two on the right- 
hand side of the hole. 

Smlth accepted the wager in order, 
to prove that, having cultivated the 
right touch ond strength, o player 
can get round the opponerit’s ball 
from any position, and, further, that. 
there is no such thing os a so-called 
‘dead stymie.” I have asked several 
well-known international players, 
both amateur and professional, what 
they thought of stymics, and while 
in the main ogreeing that those re- 
sulting from putting were fair, those 
resulting from long shots to the 
-gteen-were-eminently.-unfair-- os 


ABSURD CRITICISMS 


Whilst it Is not once in a hundred 
times that a player js stymicd in 
these circumstances, {t is not un- 
reasonable for the player who puts 
hls ball nearer the hole to expect to 
derive some benefit. Most of the 
anti-stymists I have come across are 
either bad, or indifferent, putters; 
they take three putts so often that 
the door is constantly being left open 
for the stymic. When it comes along 
they shrick, not at thelr own bad 
putting, but at the cruel injustice of 
the stymic. 

A good many people hold the view 
that the deliberate attempt to lay the 
opponent a stymie fs a “dirty trick.” 
No player not bereft of his senses 
will attempt to lay a stymic—an in-, 
finitely diMficult thing te accomplish 
rather than try to hole out. When 
un player is putting he has several 
factors to consider:. (1) should the 
putt fail the ball must be so near 
that the next putt cannot be missed;

Aid for 

Books 

TORN covers and draggled 
pages ‘spoil the appear- 

ance of any book, and can 

detract much from the 

yeader’s enjoyment. - But 


" well-thumbed favourites can 
be made to look practically 


and time is expended on 
them. : 


If the covers of a book are 
bent through being held too 
close to a fire—and this is a 
common offence—hold them for 
a little in the steam from a boil- 
ing kettlé. This will soften the 
boards slightly. . Bend them 
back in position, and place under 


a heavy weight overnight. 

If the cover has become shab- 
by through excessive use, and is 
beyond repair, remove it. It is 
quite simple to make - another 
cover and attach it to the book. 
Of course, book-binding is an art 
little amateur 
first aid to books is of great use. 

Cut a length of stout cardboard, 
in size slightly larger than the dimen- 
sions of the book when spread open 
on its face. Take care to cut the 
corners absolutely truce. Bend the 
bourd round the book, creasing it to

pletely dry, cover the back with a 
contrasting.shude of paper or matec- 
ria}, letting this extend a little way 
over both sides of the bool.

The activitics of the guerilla 
forces continue to cause the Japanese 
serlous concern all along the Pelping- 
Hankow. railway, where traflic is 
frequently interrupted. 


A Japanese supply train was 
deraticd south of Shanchlachwan on 
Monday, several Japanese troops 
being killed and many Injured.

As a result 
of this abnormal incrense, estimated 
at over a quarter million, residents 
ure being driven In ever-increasing 
numbers out of thelr homes, In 
many cases tenants are being given 
notice to vacate thelr houses without 
even the option of paying an increase 
in_rent. It_is from these persons that 
complaint arises. For them practical 
sympathy js enlisted, and in their, 
interests and for thelr protection leg- 
islative ald is invoked. . 


Were our resident ‘and domiclied 


citizens to be given an opportunity | - 


of paying a fair and reasonable In- 
crease in rent, it fs felt that no‘justl- 
flable complaint could be supported 
against landlords, who, after all,.are 
acting within thelr legal right and 
who may be expected to arguc that, 
following the law of supply and de- 
mand, they have to make up for the 
lean years through which-they have 
passed. However, in the majority of 
cases that have recently been brought 
to my notice old residents are given 
no option; they are served with 
notice to quit upon the expiry of the 
-are statutory minimum of only one 
month. - . 


- In tho present pressing conditions, 
language need not be strained in 
order to illustrate the harrying plight 
of local wage-carners, The cost of 
living has risen through a comblna- 
tlon of circumstances which they find 
it extremely difMflcult to cope with. 
Well-to-do transient visitors are ac- 
commodated at the expense of per- 
manent residents; they obtain security 
and freedom from the severe shard- 
ship and anxicty which evicted ten- 
ants are made to suffer. 


-- I have been at some pains fn stat- 
ing the case for the helpless tenants, 
having regard to the realities of. the 
situation.

most extraordinary allegations. 


For example it says 


_ that the accused, Bukharin, testified that Radek told him 
_ In 1934 that Trotsky considered that the principal chance 
of a bloc, formed by the Rightists and Trotskyists coming 
to power, was the defeat of the Soviets ina war with 
Germany and Japan, and that Trotsky proposed, after 
this defeat, to surrender the Ukraine to Germany and the 


Far, East to Japan.’ 


The accused, Khodjayev, was said to have testified 
that Bukharin urged that Uzbekistan and Turkmenia 
should be separated from the Soviets and become protec- 
torates of Japan and Germany. 


The indictment declares that the 
accused not only planned to open the 
Sovict fronts to the Fasclst armies in 
atime of war, but had also prepared 
to undermine the defence Industrics, 
to wreck troop trains and to paralyse 
the entire economic [Ife of the coun- 
try, as wall as the food, ammunitlon 
and supplies for the army. 


The accused, Krestinsky, was sald 
to have testified that n number of 
acts of’ diversion committed in the 
Far East were carried out by partl- 
cipants in the ant!-Sovict plot, or on 
tho direct instructions of the Japanese 
intelligence service. For example, a 
military freight train was wrecked at 
Volomayrvea when ‘21 persons were 
Killed and 45 injured, 


PLOT AGAINST LEADERS 


The Indictment alleges that Maxim 
Gorky and other prominent Sovict 
leaders wero victims of a plot to 
“liquidate” the Soviet leaders in order 


to facilltate the defeat of the Soviet 
in war, . : 


The recent disappearance of seven 
prominent Sovict lenders is explained 
by the testimony of the accused, 
Grinko, who incriminated them in the 
alleged plot. They were Rudzutak, 
former member of the all-powerful. 
Political Bureau; Yakovieva, Woman 
Commissar of Finance; Ossinsky, chicf 
of the Statistical Administration; 
Yakoviec, president of the Agricul- 
tural Commission of the Communist 
Party; Antipov, scerctary of the Cen- 
tral Execcutive:Committce; Bergamin, 
political chief of the Great Northern 
sca route, who appears to have been 
charged with plotting to assassinate 
Stalin} and Varcikhis, secretary of 
the Communist Party,

been arrested and would be tried 
separately from the present accused.

Measure. Will 
Aid American 
Businessinen 
Tax Bill Revision To 
Come Before House 


* Washington, Far. 2. 

The House ‘of Represcntatives’ 
Ways ond Means Committee, gave its 
accord to Representative Robertson's 
motions for the amended Tax Bill 
which wlll be reported to the Floor 
on Thursday, in order to repeal the 
corporate incoma tax provisions ‘as 
applicd.to goods .purchased-in the 
United States and resold by -corpora- 
tions in Moarilla.’” 

The committee also adopted Re- 
presentatlve Robertson's amendments 
making the repeal retroactive since 
the enactment of the original cor- 
poration tax legislation. . 

Representative Robertson visited 
Manila in 1935 and conferred with 
Philippine businessmen. He sald ho 
had long cherlshed this move to re- 
move & prejudice ogainst American

LIFTING PERMITTED 6 IN.

From now until further notice, 
probably until the end of the ycar, 
the nearer ball on the green may be 
lifted 4£ within six inches of the 
hole; also when the two bails are 
within slx inches of cach other. The 
answer to all the attempts at modi- 
fication is both obvious and simple: 
If the stymle is something worthy 
of preservation it should remain in 
operation as an integral part of the 
game; if not, tt should be abolished. 

The U.S.G.A. have not gone the 
length ‘of abolishing the stymie, be- 
cause they fecl that not only. docs the 
negotiation of a‘stymie require con~ 
siderable skill, but it is a sporting 
shot. The present compromise im- 
plies that the negotiation of a stymic 
when the opponent's ball ts within six 
inches of the hole js verging on the 
impossible, and, consequently, the 
player is penallsed because of no 
fault of his own. 7 


Ifall to agree. The successful 
Jofting of a stymie In such circums- 
tanees is a beautifully judged stroke, 
and, with practice, can be accom- 
plished. Apparently, the majority 
of American golfers think otherwise. 
Further, it is argued that the stymic 
abrogates the basic principle of non- 
interference in any way whatever on 
the part of the opponent; in other 
words, the player should at all times 
have absolute freedom to ploy his 
shot. Freedom !s destroyed when 
the opponent's ball bars the way to 
the hole. But I do not admit that 
the way is barred, for there are preci~ 
ous few-so-called.stymics which a 
skilful player cannot negotiate. 


TWO. OUTSTANDING ‘EXAMPLES 


It 1s my experience that the vast 
majority of stymies. are the result of 
the player's own folly.” Tet us take 
the classic. case of: J. McLean, who, 
JS was maintained, was robbed of the 
U.S. amateur championship because 
of a stymle Inid by his opponent, J. 
Fischer, -Actitally, it was this in- 
cident which Ied to the new outcry 
against the stymie. - 

‘What..are the’ facts? Until the 
last few holes McLean seemed a cer- 
tain winner, but suddenly his putting 
broke : down, nervousness . and 
timidity being mainly responsible for 
the surprising collapse. Being un- 
able to get near the hole with his 
first putt, he laid himself open for 
the fatal stymile at the thirty-fifth 
hole. Whatever muy be the cause, o 
player who cannot get within three 
or four feet of the hole deserves, to 
use a popular phrase, “all that fs 
coming to him.” 


There was the case of Tolley de- 
feated in a stirring encounter by the 
prent R. T. Jones at the nineteenth 
hole at St. Andrews “in the 1930 
championship. Too strong with the 
approach, and again too strony with 
the third shot, Tolley found the way 
blocked when he .came to putt for 
a half, Can it be said that Tolley 
d{d not invito disaster? ;
